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INTRODUCTKW 


The  Agricultural  Act  of  1956 » Public  Law  540,  84th  Congress,  approved  May  28,  1956, 
established  the  Conservation  Reserve  Programs  This  publication  suamarlzes  accomp- 
lishments of  the  Conservation  Reserve  Program  of  the  Soil  Bank  during  the  calendar 
year  1959  and  cuaulatlve  accomplishments  since  the  beginning  of  the  program* 

Data  for  conservation  practices  perforated  and  acreages  qualifying  for  annual  pay- 
ments In  1959  were  obtained  from  performance  reports  filed  by  participants  In  the 
program*  They  were  collected  by  county  and  State  Agricultural  Stabilization  and 
Conservation  Committees*  This  report  primarily  covers  contracted  land  for  which 
the  first  rental  was  earned  for  the  years  1956  through  1959*  Some  tables  show  data 
for  practices  carried  out  in  calendar  year  1959  on  contracts  signed  In  the  fall  of 
1959  but  which  did  not  earn  rental  payment  until  1960*  Practices  approved  prior  to 
January  1,  1960,  not  completed  at  the  end  of  1959  are  to  be  completed  later  and  re- 
ported In  future  susmarles* 

The  Conservation  Reserve  Is  a tool  for  reducing  agricultural  Inventories.  Its  pri- 
mary purpose  Is  to  divert  land  from  the  production  of  crops*  The  secondary  purpose 
Is  to  establish  and  maintain  protective  cover  or  other  sound  conservation  practices 
on  the  land  taken  out  of  production* 

Ordinarily,  each  year  10  to  15  million  acres  of  cropland  of  all  qualities  change 
ownership  by  reason  of  death.  Illness,  advancing  age  and  kindred  attrltlonal  factors* 
Much  of  this  acreage  was  formerly  operated  by  the  owners  and  can  be  rented  during 
this  unsettled  transitional  period  without  displacing  a tenant*  Placing  this  land 
In  the  Conservation  Reserve  retards  the  long-time  trend  toward  larger  farsis*  Because 
owner- operated  farms  usually  have  had  good  care,  good  quality  land  enters  the  Reserve 
through  this  process* 

The  Conservation  Reserve  Is  a voluntary  program*  The  participant  contracts  to  with- 
draw a designated  area  of  cropland  from  production  for  a period  of  3 to  10  years* 

He  agrees  to  comply  with  any  acreage  allotments  on  his  farm  and  to  reduce  his  total 
cropped  acreage  by  the  amount  of  land  placed  In  the  Reserve*  He  promises  to  provide 
and  maintain  approved  conservation  cover  on  the  Reserve  land*  The  Government  agrees 
to  make  annual  rental  payments  for  the  land  held  out  of  production  and  to  pay  part  of 
the  cost  of  establishing  the  approved  conservation  practices  on  the  Reserve  tract* 

Ikirlng  the  fall  of  1959  applications  were  taken  for  1960  contracts*  Detailed  data 
are  omitted  for  1960  applications  and  contracts  from  the  tables  herein  except  for 
practices  carried  out  before  January  1,  1960*  A brief  description  of  the  1959  fall 
slgn-up  for  1960  follows: 

1*  Nearly  6*6  million  acres  of  cropland  were  added  to  the  land  previously  In  the 
program*  The  total  Reserve  acres  account  for  6*2  percent  of  all  U*S*  cropland  as 
shown  In  the  1954  Census  of  Agriculture*  Less  than  70  percent  of  the  cropland  offered 
for  1960  contracts  could  be  accepted  within  available  funds,  so  a bid- and- acceptance 
system  was  used  to  give  preference  to  producers  making  the  best  offers* 

2*  This  campaign  Indicates  that  changes  made  on  the  basis  of  experience  during  the 
first  3 years  --  chiefly  competitive  bidding,  higher  rental  payments  per  acre,  and 
greater  Incentives  for  whole- farm  participation  — continued  to  bring  more  good 
quality  land  Into  the  program.  About  70  percent  of  the  farmers  participating  In  the 
program  through  1960  placed  all  their  cropland  in  the  Reserve* 
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3*  Land  added  to  the  Conservation  Reserve  for  1960  would  otherwise  have  produced 
large  quantities  of  farm  conaaodltles.  It  Is  estimated  that  all  Reserve  land  other- 
wise would  have  represented  4*6  million  acres  of  com,  3«9  million  acres  of  grain 
sorghums,  3,2  million  acres  of  wheat,  and  about  17  million  acres  of  hay,  pasture 
and  other  crops  and  uses*  Hals  would  have  produced  205  million  bushels  of  com, 

146  million  bushels  of  grain  sorghums,  76  million  bushels  of  wheat,  8 million  tons 
of  hay  and  pasture  nutrients,  and  many  other  crops  on  a similar  scale*  There  would 
have  been  a comparable  secondary  Impact  on  production  of  livestock  and  livestock 
products « 

4*  Grass  cover  continued  to  be  the  most  popular  conservation  practice.  In  the 
Great  Plains  States  vast  areas  of  dryland  grain  land  Is  being  returned  to  grass 
where  farmers  otherwise  were  unable  to  undertake  this  difficult  and  expensive  opera- 
tion* Mach  of  It  will  remain  In  grass  after  expiration  of  the  Conservation  Reserve 
contracts  * 

5*  Tree  planting  ranks  highest  among  the  conservation  uses  of  the  program  In  the 
southeast.  Tree  planting  contracts  are  for  a 10-year  period*  When  cropland  Is 
planted  to  trees,  the  land  Is  diverted  from  crop  production  for  a long  period  of 
time*  Trees  planted  on  cropland  grow  much  more  rapidly  than  those  on  low-grade 
land* 

6*  Wildlife  and  water  conservation  practices  are  gaining  Increased  acceptance  by 
participating  farmers  and  urban  groups. 

On  March  15,  1960,  a "Report  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  the  1959  Soil  Bank 
Conservation  Reserve  Program"  was  transmitted  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  Much  of  the  subject  matter  of  that 
report  Is  beyond  the  scope  of  this  Statistical  Summary, 

Agriculture  Information  Bulletin  No.  185,  **The  Conservation  Reserve  Program  of  the 
Soil  Bank",  and  Bulletin  ARS  43-123,  "The  Conservation  Reserve  Program  in  Maine", 
published  by  the  Agricultural  Research  Service  of  this  Department  shows  results 
of  studies  conducted  In  several  geographical  areas  pertaining  to  this  program.  The 
Department  expects  later  to  report  results  of  similar  studies  In  Georgia,  Iowa, 
Nebraska,  and  New  Mexico.  Several  State  colleges  and  universities  have  undertaken 
comparable  analyses  Including  those  of  Illinois,  Iowa,  New  Haapwhlre,  New  York, 

North  Dakota,  (^lo,  Vermont  and  Wisconsin.
